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(Gusravos III. late King of Sweden, was noc 
only a munificent patron. of literature in that 
country, but was likewiſe himſelf eminently dif- 
tinguiſhed for his taſte and knowledge of the liberal _ 
Arts and Sciences. A monarch of his great diſ- 
cernment and penetration, could nor fail of lament- 
ing in common with the reſt of the literati, both in 
his own and other kingdoms of Europe, the many 
errors and imperfections, with which the different 
verſions of the Sacred Writings abounded. Hence 
he formed a deſign of procuring a new Swediſh. 
verſion of the Bible, to be made and Py 
under his own royal ſanction and authority. | 
The execution of this plan he contmuticates 8 b 
mong others) to John Adam Tingſtadius, D. D. and = 
profeſſor of the Oriental Languages at the Univer- 
ſity of Upſal; a man of profound erudition and 
great attainments; being well aware that to do 
juſtice to a work of ſuch antiquity, required not 
only a competent knowledge of Hebrew and other 
cotemporary languages, but likewiſe a thorough 
acquaintance with the cuſtoms and manners of the 
times, as well as of the different nations, that are 
Introduced by it to our notice. Indeed it is in a greaF 
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J

branch of knowledge, that moſt of our former in- 
terpreters and commentators have erred ſo widely 


and egregiouſly from the Eemaine meaning of the 


Original text, 

It is to the labours of the — above-men- 
tioned, that the verſion of the Pſalms of David con- 
tained in the following ſheets, is principally and in 
the firſt inſtance owing : being taken with the great - 
eſt accuracy and care (and not without a previous 
collation with the moſt eſteemed ancient and 
modern interpreters) from a tranſlation made by 
him, in the Swediſh lan guage, about three years 
ago, of that celebrated Lyric collection,“ and then 
offered to the public, as 2 ſpecimen of a full and 


complete verſion of the whole Bible, which the 
| learned profeſſor has in contemplation to bring for- 


ward, in conjunction with other men of acknow- | 
ledged literary abilities, at ſome future period. 

In bis preface to the Pſalms, he details the ſpe- 
cific objects of his plan in the following terms. In

With all this he tells us, that“ he did not ne- 
glect to compare with the original not only the 
moſt ancient verſions of the Bible made in various 
Eaſtern languages, but alſo the interpretations of 
ſcripture and other philological performances 
of ſimilar import, that have appeared in more 
modern times, in different nations in Europe.“ 
If, as in many inſtances, no doubt they will, the

to been taught to conſider as the real ſentiments of 
the Royal Pſalmiſt, it is preſumed that the alledg- 
ed difference will not only have the advantage of 


ſenſe and ſound reaſon on its fide, but be likewiſe 
found to correſpond more faithfully with the ori- 
ginal text. And we have the learned profeſſor's 


own authority for informing the public, that the 
philological arguments upon which he grounds this 
difference in his verſion, will very ſhortly appear 


in print for the behoof of thoſe readers, who wiſh 


to judge for themſelves, and to compare the verfion 
with the original. 

It has frequent! ybeena ſubject of nn with 
the lovers of ancient literature, that our tranſlations 


are in general too free to convey an adequate idea 


of the genius and phraſeology of antiquity. We 
moſt commonly content ourſelves with ſeizing the 


ſenſe of the original, without paying a proper at- 
| tention to the anner in which that ſenſe is convey- 


ed, and the different tropes and fimilies by which 


the ſame idea is expreſſed. This, however, is a 
point of great importance not only to the antiquari- 


an and philologiſt, but to the philoſopher and ob- 
ſerver of human nature; being highly character- 


iſtic of the progreſſive ſtages of ſcience and refine- 


ment. Thus, for inſtance, Pope's Tranſlation of 


the Iliad, is avowedly a maſter- piece of genius; but 


the Engliſh reader will never be able to form from 


thence any conception of the manner in which 


Homer, and the Greeks, in his age, were wont to

The ſame has been the caſe with the different 
verſions, which have appeared from time to time, 
of the Pſalms of David. Men of the firſt literary 
eminence and abilities have engaged in this under- 
taking; but their aim ſeems to have been directed 


more to the poliſhing of the language, and modern- 


1zing the ideas, than to the retaining of the native ſim- 
plicity of the original. Few, if any of them, have in 
this reſpect, purſued the ſame plan as our learned 
profeſſor Tingitadius, who in his preface informs 
us, that he made it invariably his ſtudy to preſerve, 
not only the original ideas, but likewiſe the very 

manner of expreſſing thoſe ideas, except in ſuch 
caſes, where too ſtrict an adherence to the original 
would have beeh productive of ambiguity. This 
will account, and, we hope at the ſame time, apo- 

logize to the reader for many phraſes and expreſ- 
ſions in our verſion, which might otherwiſe appear
